THE BRITISH POLICY 


| The British government has put itself 
Sn the light- of forcing the j.^sue between 
'France and Germany. 'Whi'* the state- 
ment made by Premier Bald-win has been 
generally interpreted as hostile to France 
•'and as. therefore, giving aid and comfort 
to Germany in its resistance, a close an- 
alysis of the pronouncement hardly jus- 
'tifies. we think, so strong a view. 


The British attitude may be humani- 


tarian and ethical, but we think it -would - 
be a more accurate estimate to say that it 
is dictated primarily by selfish considera- 
tions. The. direct losses of the war fell 
'more heavily on France than on England. 
•France is chiefly interested in the solven- 
cy and reconstruction of Germany as 
'means for the payment of reparations. 
Reparations as a secondary matter with 
Great Britain. 
~^"hat she is principally 


interested in is a restoration of commerce 
with her erstwhile foe. British commerce 
languishes, and will continue to languish 
so long as the economic prostration of 
Europe continues. The easier the burden 
is made for Germany the sooner will 
European commerce revive. 'When, there- 
fore. Great Britain censures France for 
•the Ruhr occnpation^and even goes so far 
'as to threaten by implication the termin- 
'•ation of the Franco-British alliance, the 
British government is speaking more par- 
ticularly in behalf of the British mercan- 
i HI 
itile marine than in behalf of justice as 
/between Germany and France. This was 
little motive which prompted Great Britain 
|to undertake a resumption of relations 
/with Russia. It was purely a commercial, 
•a mercenary arrangement, 
r The fact remains, whatever Great Bri- 
Stain or any nation may say,' that France 
5n going into the Ruhr chose the only prac- 
tical method that seemed to her available 
'for 
enforcing her legitimate claims 


against Germany. "Whether France will 
iperait a reconsideration of reparations 
fby an international commission, such as 
'the United States has proposed, and as 
Premier Baldwin indorses, remains to be 
seen. The British prime minister is play- 
•ing a vigorous game of diplomacy to 
cause France to modify her policy of en- 
forcing reparations payment. It is moral- 
ly certain that it will not succeed in forc- 
ing the withdrawal of France from the 
Ruhr. It is doubtful if she will even con- 
sent to a review of the indemnity. 


"Whatever the outcome, it may be set 


'down that there will be no rupture of the 
alliance between France and England. 
Great Britain could afford this much less 
than the temporary embarrassment of its 
trade. 
Great Britain is impatient ov«r 


the delay in Europe's economic restora- 
tion. This is the explanation of her course, 
and while for the moment it may appear 
to control, a more searching t**t would 
inevitably disclose that natural political 
ties are th* strongest and will prevail. 


ILLITERACY IN THE UNITED STATES 


Considering that there arc tho-a^ndr- of 


schools, colleges and universities scat- 
tered over the United States, at would h*. 
a logical deduction that practically all 
ihe people could read and wnte. Cunosi- 
ty, if there were no better :ntcr.tm<, 
should impel everybody to learn 10 road. 


Mrs. Cora "Wilson Stewart, chairman 


of the United States Illiteracy conunii^wi. 
told the delegates to the convention of ihe 
National Education association in Ssn 
JYaAdsco that a thorough, literacy census 


would show that ten million inhabitants of 
the United States? arc illiterate and an- 
other ten million are near-illiterate. Lit- 
eracy is the ability to read simple para- 
graphs and to write simple sentences. 


"In the most illiterate sections." Mrs. 


Stewart said, "Conditions approach the 
barbaric. Marriage has no sanctity. Com- 
merce is carried on through barter and 
trade. 
In these densely illiterate com- 


munities the currency of the country is 
unknown as a medium of exchange, nei- 
ther silver, nor gold, nor paper money be- 
ing in use." 


One of the best works of patriotism 


that we can perform is to see that none of 
the rising generation enters into youth 
unable to read and write. The present 
illiterate generation is too far along in 
life to profit 'by schooling, but we have 
the special moral and civic and social obli- 
gation of persuading, even obliging, the 
growing boys and girls to attend school. 


In districts where children cannot go 


to school the school should go to the chil- 
dren. 
The future of republicanism lies 


in education. In the competition among 
races those with the highest average intel- 
ligence will be the leaders. Brains out- 
general brawn or money. 


Every young man and young -woman 


shall begin life with the best equipment, 
moral, mental and physical, for success 
and happiness. As far as possible, we de- 
sire equality of opportunity, or. better 
still, fulness of opportunity. This is 
equivalent to mental efficiency. 
Every 


inhabitant should at least know how to 
read and write. There should be virtual- 
ly no illiteracy in a republic. 


"CLOTHED "WITH PUBLIC INTEREST" 


Should suggestions and intimations 


contained in reports-of the United States 
Coal commission be adopted, as most of 
them almost certainly will be. the coal in- 
dustry will be brought within the scope 
of federal supervision, if not federal reg- 
ulation. 
The commission finds that the 


anthracite properties are owned by a few 
companies, and the "fact of economic 
concert amounting to combination is es- 
tablished beyond reasonable doubt." It 
finds that collective bargaining is right 
and fair, but entails the obligation of col- 
lective keeping of a bargain. 


Fundamentally, the commission finds 


that the coal industry is "clothed" with 
public interest." It recommends not on- 
ly publicity of all important facts, but 
that congress should endow the president 
with full power to act Jn any emergency 
by taking charge of mines. 


Both operators and miners are likely 


to deny the principles enunciated by the 
commission and to oppose some of the rec- 
ommendations. Operators probably will 
-assert that the program is the nest step 
to public ownership, while the miners 
may say that public ownership would be 
preferable to federal interference. 


Federal supervision of the mining in- 


dustry would not be the nest stage to pub- 
lic ownership. It is the only practicable 
preventive of public ownership. The an- 
thracite coal supply is. as the commission 
says, a "limited natural monopoly," and 
because fuel is a public necessity the in- 
dustry is "clothed with public interest." 
Therefore, the alternative of public own- 
ership is protection of that public inter- 
est."

IN THE VERNACULAR 


I have Iate4y suffered some of my own medicine 


because of my obstinate insistence on the term co- 
ryza (co-ryz-ah) the accent on the eye, in place of the 
popular "cold in tho head." It seems that every- 
body knows Just what "cold in tho head" means, 
just what causes it and everything; for me to in- 
sist that it be called by any other name is merely 
to confuse the laity. I plead not guilty, with ex- 
termination. • My base- motive is to prevent confu- 
sion of the laity. 
If the term "cold." as popularly employed, referred 


exclusively to the disease or ailment which I insist 
on calling coryza. it wouldn't be so objectionable, 
though it is certainly misleading since the disease is 
an infectious or communicable one and has no bear- 
ing upon exposure to cold. But unfortunately the 
term "cold" includes a whole series of diseases, not 
alone of the upper part of the breathing tract, but 
some very serious systemic diseases as well (such 
as pneumonia, measles, influenza); when such di- 
seases are permitted to masquerade or to gain head- 
way under the name of "a cold" it is high time to 
discard that misleading term, jn my judgment. 
I have just learned, after several years of utter 


ignorance, that "weak ankles" Jn tho venacular 
stands for pronation In the medical. I suppose this 
will seem foolish to those who happen to know-. 
But it is a fact that I have never until now realized 
ju«t what folks meant when they complained of 
"weak ankles" although I have always had a work- 
ing knowledge of pronation. 
This goes to show 


how deep the chasm is between medical parlance 
and the venacular and how greatly we need, in- our 
technical training a course in vernacular medicine. 
We need it in order to understand the patient's his- 
tory We need it quite as much as the man in the 
street needs a 'little dash of scientific information 
concerning health and other matters of weKare. 


Just what does, the layman mean when he com- 


plains that his "blood is impure" or that he wants 
something to "clear the complexion"? I am not 
ouite sure yet. but I begin to suspect he means ne 
has some pimples he'd like to get rid of^ Perhaps 
>>e doesn't always mean" that; perhaps he some- 
times means he wants something to improve a mud- 
dy complexion. I hope to settle the question before 
1930 
But I haven't much hope of learning pre- 


cisely what the layman means-when he speaks of 
"blemishes." though in some cases, at any rate, 
he still means pimples, not warts, scars, ringworms, 
moles, bolls, whiskers nor tetter, all of which may 
seem to be blemishes. 
What's a "cracked" rib In the vernacular? It is 


a fractured or broker, rib. When Is a broken or 
fractured bone "set" or "reduced"? At the doctors 
first visit in the vernacular, t,hough In truth the 
reduction often takes a week or more. What's a 
"compound fracture"? 
To the layman it sounds 


like a general breaking of the bones, but the term 
really-'means any break or fracture which has com- 
munication with the surface through a -wound of 
skin or mucuous membrane which entails the addi- 
tional risk of infection. When does a broken bone 
"knit"—on the ninth day? Xo. it begins "knitting 
Immediately after the injury and continues 'knitting 
at an even pace each day for several weeks.

in China the 'strange

are continued, the members

Because of these strange supersti- 


tions, the very^origin of which L- lost 
in antiquity, navigation in 
Chinese 


waters presents 
many problen-s to

fear of fatal accidents' raused by the 
Chinese belief of invisible pursuers. 


One of the queer sights of China is 


a crowded junk risking to be cut 
down to cross the bow of an approach- 
ing steamer.

such a stage in the United ^States that 
In 1922 the death rate for this disease 
v/as the lowest ever recorded, accord- 
ing to the -Metropolitan Life Insur- 
ance 
company. The 
figures 
have 


reached the offices 
of the American 


Child Health 
association, on whose 


work they have a particular bearing 
Inasmuch as this association Is wag- 
ing a campaign to get control but not 
only of typhoid but of every other 
disease as_well. especially as they ef- 
fect children and mothers.' 


The typhoid death rate in 1922 was 


B.6 per 100.000 among the millions of 
Metropolitan industrial policyholders 
,^ho comprise about one-seventh of the 
total population of the United States 
and Canada, according to the figures. 
The report goes on: 
" 


DEATH RATE LOW 


"There is every indication that- a 


similarly favorable condition occurred 
in the general population of these two 
countries. 
In fact a study recently 


made by the American Medical asso- 
ciation shows that to have been the 
case in the populations of the larger 
cities of the United States, the typhoid 
fever rate of 1922. Avas among the 
poHcyholders. one-sixth lower than 
that for 1921. and was less than one- 
fourth as high as in 1911. Had the 
rate of 1911 (22.S per 100.000) prevailed 
in 1922, thero would ahve vbeen 3.1C1 
deaths instead of the 779 that actually 
occurred. 
"The most favorable death rates, 


from typhoid fever prevailed in the 
Xew England. Middle Atlantic and In 
the east north central states. Xot 
one death from this disease occurred 
among policy-holders in Vermo'nt and 
only three occurred among the large 
numbsr of policy-holders in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 


WISCONSIN HAD NO DEATHS 
Rhode Island, Massachusetts. New 


Tork, New Jersey. Delaware, all 
showed favorable conditions. Excel- 
lent rates are found also in some of the 
western states, notably Wisconsin and 
Minnesota, where no deaths were rec- 
orded, and Michigan, Iowa. Missouri. 
Illinois. Montana, Utah and the three 
Pacific Coast states. 


"The problem of excessive typhoid 


fever prevalence is now limited, in the 
main, to the southern and central re- 
gions of the United States and to two 
eastern provinces of Canada.

Registrations For Fiscal Year 


Were 75,000 More Than 


Year Ago 


At the close of the fiscal year, June 


SO. 1923. there had been licensed by 
the secretary of state. 439,836 motor 
vehicles. In .the fiscal year. June 30. 
1921 
to June 30, 1922. there were 11 


censed 364,112 motor vehicles, an in 
crease of 75.724 in the last fiscal year. 
This means an increase of "1 per cent 
in the number of motor vehicles. The 
population of Wisconsin by the last 
federal census was 2.600.000. indlcat 
ing that there is one motor vehicle for 
every six people in the state. 


The total number of automobiles li- 


censed in the fiscal year was 390.000 
and of trucks 28.536. The balance is 
made up of dealers' licenses, motor 
cycles, and transferred licenses. 
A 


study of the records In the past year 
snows an amazing increase in the 
number of motor vehicles. In the cal 
er.dar year 1912, 27.734 motor vehicles 
were registered. At present more mo 
tor vehicles are registered on an av- 
erage each month. The same state 
ment applies to the number of motor 
vehicles registered 
in 1913. which 


amounted to 38.825. Previous to this 
year the big'increase was the year
